A SUNDAY SERMON. 


»T B«V. TH08 J. MACK AY, 


Rev. Thomas J. MaoKay. pastor of the 


First Baptist Church, Bristol, preached 
Sunday morning from Exodus 38 8, from 
the text "And he made the lauer ot bruen, 
and the foot of it of brass, of tbe looking 
glasses of tbe women assembling." Mr. 
MaoKay said In part: 


You and I have often beard the remark 


"O, that I could see my own heart as God 
sees it." 
Such a request can only come 


from a heart filled by the divine spirit of 
God, and it Is the divine breathing of a 


, consecrated heart toward 
God. 
That 


Christian is very near entire nanctifioation, 
from the fact that such a request implies 
a full surrender of body and son). , Tbe 
grandest men that have ever lived wanted 
to see their own hearts as God sees them. 


Paul and David, mere men who were 


ever ready to have God search their heartu 
and know their hearts, were living in full 
view of tbe divine God. Tbe children of 
Israel carried their church or tabernacle 
with them. It waa merely a large tent 
very costly, tbe fiame wore was made of 
forty-eight boards of great value set in 
sockets of solid silver; the cuitans were 
purple and scarlet, of the finest material. 
I have no doubt but many of tbe children 
of Isresjl noted tbe workmanship of the 
tabernacle and admired it, but tbe truly 
devoted worshipers of God were ever mind- 
fu of the fact that tbe presence of God 
waa within tbe tabernacle. 


May we study tbe lauer, or basin, made 


from tbe looking gla»ea given by the 
women of the assembly. The looking 
glasses were made of finest brass, very 
highly polished. 
When tbe lauer waa 


finished and tilled with water for the 
priest to wash, the outside was polished in 
order that the priest might discover any 
defilement before entering into the pres- 
ence of tbe God of Isreal. How suggestive 
is this lauer or basin, and It baa its 
counterpart in the gospel of Obrlst. First 
the Gospel shows us our defiled hearts as 
God seea them and secondly provides tbe 
cleansing blood of Christ. The priests 
were compelled to look, wash, or die. The 
looking-glass of divine grace has com- 
pelled men to cry to God for cleansing. 
One said "All men, like sheep, have gone 
astray." One look compelled Paul to cry 
out "O, wretched man that I am, who 
shall deliver me from the body of this 
death.'' David looked end said "Purge 
me with hyssop, and I shall be clean; wash 
me, and I shall be whiter, than snow." 
Luther looked and said, "0 my sins, my 
sins." 


You will note the fact, that with every 


true birth into tbe kingdom of Christ, 
there is always born within the heart a 
Godly hatred for sin. 
Tne gospel is like 


a dining room. 
You enter for dinner, 


looking-glasses on all sides, and no way 
you could turn but you saw your image. 
O, may God put the glasses about us that 
we may see ourselves on every side as God 
sees us. You will remember the very 
costly ruby brought to England to place 
In the crown, but there was only a small 
fracture invisible to the naked eye, yet it 
was rejected. 
Many boast of their con- 


version, or being washed fifty or sixty 
years ago. Say, my brother, the priests 
were compelled to wash every morning, or 
every time they entered into tha holy of 
holies. Are you washed now? See that 
old ship water soaked, almost down to 
bulk head, the captain stands and tells 
you how often be has crossed the seas in 
the vessel. 
You ask him if the boat has 


been inspected but tbe only reply is his 
faith in his vessel. 
Will you go? No? 


Why? Because it has passed its day of 
safety. 
So with that old experience of 


fifty years ago. 
How very beautiful)1

A Prominent Citizen Tells of the 


Peeling Existing- In the County 
which Is Antagonistic to Yerkes. 
The Judge Condemned for Ar- 
rogance and Interest In Corpor- 
atlons-A Soured Official. 
The following letter, which was receiv- 


ed by Joseph S. Thomas, of Bristol, so 
clearly gives the views entertained by a 
large portion of the residents of Doylea- 
town concerning Judge Barman Yerkes 
and bis candidacy for re-election to the 
bench, that it is deemed worthy of publi- 
cation. 
The name of the writer is with- 


held solely for the reason that there wai 
no permission granted for its use and 
fearing that the liberty taken in publish- 
ing the letter, especially if accompanied 
by the name of the writer, might offend 
a personal friend, it is given in anony- 
mous torm. 
We will state however that 


the writer is an influential oitlzenwit large 
business affairs, and one, who ten years 
ago was a staunch supporter of the candi- 
dacy of Judge Yerkea. The letter fol- 
lows: 


Doylestown, Pa., Oct. 20. 


Dear Joe.—Ever 
since the 
County j 


Meeting I have been going to write you 
and let you know about the campaign as 
viewed from Dovleatown and nearby; it is 
a good thing I did not do it before, as 
matters are so much clearer now, end the 
issues so much better defined—how I wish 
your people conld eee matters In this cam- 
paign as we do. 
I urn going to tell you 


how they look to tig. 


In the first place our people realize that 


the Judge never contemplated running 
again for Common Pleas Judge of Bucks 
county; he confidently counted on being 
elevated during the past ten years to some 
other court, and baa, consequentlv, treat- 
ed members of the bar, court officials, 
witnesses and others doing business with 
the local court, in so arrogant and high- 
handed a manner as only a selfish man 
can who is content to hfjve gotten ail out 
of people that he thinks he wants, and 
never eipecta to use them again; and It 
certainly must be a trifle embarrassing 
now for him tj have to go about gracious- 
ly pleasant and smiling, soliciting support 
in places and from people who were quite 
beneath notice until it became apparent 
that his ambition to be elevated to a 
higher court was repudiated twice by the 
voters of the State. 
^Secondly Since the 
Judge ran ten 


years ago, there has been, gradually, an 
invasion of our county by trolley lines and 
other corporate interests which were not 
then In existence, and there has been In 
this ten years—through the 
corporate 


interests (especially the trolley interests) 
whose franchises also extend into great 
cities of the East—new ways of making 
money; and the principal rules of the 
game were, first, to get the rights and 
privileges away from the people in the 
shape of franchises, nnd then own the 
Judges to safeguard them. 


Tnirdly: The plain, pains-taking man 


of the people who was elected to office 
ten years ago no longer exists, and the 
Judge Yerkes, whom the people are asked 
to vote into office for another ten years 
stands today as one who has fattened and 
grown exceedingly rich from his intimacy 
and close personal affiliation with the 
wealthy magnates of these corporate in- 
terests which have fastened themselves 
upon the lives of the people of our State, 
and the changes in character these altered 
conditions bring, finds nim farther re- 
moved from the great body of people of 
our county; and, while there is no quarrel 
•Hb corporations, or their uses, ye5 the 
people think in electing a judge they 
have an ambition that he should view life 
as tliey do, and not see every point 
through 
the 
glasses of his personal 


friends, and, to a greater or less extent, 
personal profit, as represented by these 
corporate interests. 


If the whole contest wasn't of so serious 


a nature, it would be exceedingly funny 
to relate how the Judge, after spending 
nine years in drifting farther from the 
people of the county in sentiment and 
feeling, and having his disposition soured 
by his two turn downs by the people of 
the State in his efforts to escape from 
Bucks county, is going about, trying to be 
affable and pleasant with the enemies he 
has caused to spring up about him—his 
whole being permeated with forgiveness of 
them (but of the kind that, for expedi- 
ency, would let bygones be bygones), but 
may their souls he eternally tormented.

growing less; and if, in your end of the 
county, you can keep the Republicans 
from voting for the Judge Yerkes of ten 
and twenty years ago (when today he Is an 
entriely different person,) there is no 
doubt of his overwhelming defeat. 
Your 


people down there, who seldom, or never, 
see the Judge, want to realize him as a 
man 
now sixty-four years of age, whose 


future is benlnd him, so to speak, whose 
disposition is more or less soured by politi- 
cal disappointments, 
and whose great 


wealth and corporate asxocie tlons have 
not only removed him from the Jives and 
hearts of the people of the county, but 
developed an arrogance and vindictive- 
ness which has turned (with very few ex- 
ceptions) the entire bar of the county 
against him, where ten years ago it was 
unanimously for him; bis conduct is 
rapidly growing so dictatorial that, as one

The- Earliest Surgeon*. 


Surgery is said to be older than 


medicine, nnd probably, In its simplest 
ffices, it Is as old as human need for 


Skulls of the neolithic period give 


vidence that the operation of trepan- 
ing was then practiced. 
The Hindoo surgeon Susruta, who 
Ived several centuries before Christ 
had more than a hundred different 
sorts of surgical Instruments, and there 
is abundant proof that bis countrymen 
were skilled In amputation, lithotomy 
and operations for hernia, fistula and 
even for restoring lost ears and noses. 


Hippocrates, who lived 400 B. C., was 


a skillful surgeon, and discoveries by 
Ebers and others In Egypt prove that 


Smallpox Firm Described by Arab* 


In Sixth Centarr. 


The literary as well as the pathologic 


history of smallpox presents many 
items of very special interest All read- 
ers of the clouded annals of the "Mid- 
dle Ages" are acquainted with the fact 
that Arabian writers were for many 
centuries the recognized apostles of phi- 
losophy and physical science—including 
the sundry departments of medicine 
and surgery—to the various nations of 
western Europe. And it is to one of 
these, Abu Bekk»r Mohammed ben 
Zechariah (A. D. 850-932), the earliest 
and most original of all the greet Mos- 
lem physicians, that medical science 
and medical literature are Indebted far 
the first recognition of smallpox as a 
distinct disease and Its first description 
in written language. This venerable au- 
thority Is generally known to posterity 
as Rhazes, a name which he derived 
from Rai, the place of his birth. His 
original description of this formidable 
disease ha* been made familiar to Eng- 
lish inquirers through the medium of 
Dr. Greenhlll's translation. In addition 
to his observations on disease proper 
the powers of observation of Rhazes in 
physiognomy ore demonstrated by such 
items of information as, "A man with 
large ears Is stupid, but long lived," 
and in rational therapeutics by his rec- 
ommendation of the practice of the 
game of chess as a cure for melan- 
cholia. The antiquity of smallpox is, 
as might well be expected, lost In the 
midst of uges, but the definite state- 
ment has been made by Arab historians 
that It first appeared in the Abyssinian 
army of Abrahu at the siege of Mecca 
In the course of the so called "Elephant 
war" of A. D 509 (or 571). The legend 
is given as follows by one of their best 
historians. Tabnrl 
"Thereupon canie 


the birds of the sen in flocks, every one 
with three stones. In the claws two. and 
in the beak one; and they threw the 
stones upon them 
Wherever one of 


these stones struck there arose an evil 
wound, and pustules all over. At that 
time the smallpox first appeared and 
the bitter trees. The stones undid them 
wholly. Thereafter God sent a torrent 
which carried them away and swepf 
them into the sea." Even one of the 
elephants, having ventured within the 
•acred inclosure*. was struck by a stone 
and fell a victim to the smallpox. 
Among the bitter plants which also ap- 
peared at that date for the first time, 
the rue and colcyntb are especially 
mentioned.—American Medicine.
